Message From President and 


FAITH IN LINO'S SUCCESS. 


Administration Looks With Dlspleai- 


un on Any Injury to Mexican Depu- 
ties Now Under Arrest — Continues 
P»licies In Force and Maintains Naval 
Patrol—Situation Borders on Anarchy. 


Washington. Oct. 14.—Strong repre- 


sentations have been iniule to the Mcx- 
Ican government by Secretary Bryan 
looking to the surety of the 110 mem- 
bers of the Mo.virmi chamber of depu 
ties Iniprlsoned h.v the order of Pros I - 
rent Huerta. 
Ollii'Ial circle* any tbut 


prospects for n cmixtltiitlnnal elcctlm 
in Mexico on Oct. 2(1 which would 
meet with the npi>rovnl of the Unite< 
States have been lessened by.arbitrary 
arrests of the opponents of Huerta. 


For the present at least the admlnis 


tration trill continue the policy . an 
nomired by the president In congress 
in August, and thq navy patrol main- 
tained at the principal Mexican ports 
will continue indefinitely, notwitb 
standing the refusal of the Mexican 
government to extend the permits giv 
en for the original patrol. 


So far as the movements and actlvi 


ties of John JJnd. the personal repre- 
sentative of the president, are concern 
ed. President Wilson is leaving both to 
the Judgment of Mr. Llnd. Except in 
case of extreme emergency, Mr. Lind 
is not expected to reappear again in 
Mexico City so long as the Huerta 
regime holds sway. Mr. Llnd wib con 
fer on any matter relating to his origi- 
nal mission in Mexico, provided the 
Mexican government Is prepared in 
good faith to meet the demands an- 
nounced by Mr. Llnd. 


The state department is acting 


through Nelson O'Shaughnessy, charge 
d'affaires -t Mexico City. 


Administration officials regard the 


situation In Mexico, as a result of the 
seizure of the deputies, as bordering on 
anarchy. Thrt the action of President 
Huerta in this particular exceeded the 
wildest flights of speculation in official, 
•Ircles was admitted in high sources. 
Secretary Bryan reached Washington 
and sent to the president dispatches 
from Mexico City. . He also conferred 
with the president and Is awaiting ad- 
ditional dispatches before formulating 
hy new policy.

Old Housewife'* Pickling Recipes. 
An old housekeeper noted for the 


good things which are concocted in her 
*wn kitchen lays down the following 
H.WB for pickling, and all who would 
learn should profit by her Instruction: 


One—Use none but the best cider 


tlBegar 


Two —Use porcelain lined kettles. 
Three—Keep pickles well covered 


With vinegar 


Four—If you use ground spices, tie 


ttiem up in thin muslin bags 


Five—Sweet pickles should be rich 


*nd sufficiently cooked to keep with- 
out being sealed. 


Six.—Nasturtiums or small pieces of 


Horseradish thrown In each jar pre- 
sents the vinegar from molding. 


Our grandmothers used to make what 


they called "oil pickles," and their 
Mcipe is worthy of being handed down 
to posterity: 


To fifty small cucumbers, sliced, add 


•oe teacnpfn) of salt and let itand 
three noun, then drain carefullv. Add 
•ne quart of small onions, also sliced; 
•ae-half cupful of celery seed, one cnp- 
fai of white mustard seed and a small 
pinch of pulverized alum. 
Mix well 


•nd then add one teacupfnl of the best 
•alad oil and gradually enough vinegar 
to make the pickle sufficiently moist. 


Tomato ketchup retains its. pristine 


aopnlaritv, and an uncooked variety, 
•add to be excellent, 1s very simply 
•aade. 
The Ingredients are: Four 


•juarts ripe tomatoes, chopped fine and 
drained slightly; one cupful of chopped 
••ton, one cupful grated horseradish, 


stalks of celery, two red peppers 


•jtd one green one, chopped rather 
ate*; one-half cupful ,emch of salt and 
arastard seed, one cupful of sugar. 
•Be-half teaspoonru! each of black pep- 
per and mace, two teaspoonfula each 
•f cinnamon and cloves and one quart 
ttf cider vinegar. 
These should be 


*lxed well and then sealed up in glass 


Plant ketchup is another delicacy sug 


ted by the abundance of the fruit. 
two quarts of tart plums add two 


of sugar and two cnpfula of 


•tlnegar, also one-half teaspoonful each 
•f black pepper and salt one teaspoon 
tnl of clove and one tablespconful of 
diuiimon. 
This mixture should be 


«o«ked together nntll soft, strained 
through a colander and then boiled 
witil the consistency of cream is at- 


Slice and drain two quarts of green 


tomatoes 
Add four quarts sliced cab- 


bage, six onions, three red peppers, 
one-half ounce pach of celery seed, 
whole cloves and whole peppers two 
ounces of white mustard seed, six eup- 
hils of sugar, one-half cupful of salt 
and eight cupfuls of vinegar 
The 


mixture should be boiled for an hour 
and a half, or longer If not thick 
enough at the end of that time, and 
then put into jars and sealed 


Dishes For Invalid*. 


Beef Tea —Take a piece of beef from 


the round, remove all fat and gristle, 
cut Into small bits and put Into a 
glass bottle Cover the meat with cold 
water and place a cork In the bottle, 
then place the bottle In a kettle of cold 
water and let It come to a boil and boll 
until the meat in the bottle becomes al 
most white. By this time the meat 
Juice will have been extracted. Strain 
and salt to taste

Strain the mixture over shaved Ice 
and sweeten to taste 
Variety can be 


given to eggnogs from day to day by 
using different fruit Savors from one's 
homemade store 
Another drink that 


is usually acceptable In a sickroom, 
where allowed, Is made by mixing 
three-quarters of a cupful of lemonade 
with one-quarter of a cupful of grape 
Juice and serving It with shaved Ice. 


To Give White of Egg.—When white 


of egg is prescribed for an Invalid It 
may be served by putting Into a glass 
two tablespoonfuls of lemon or orange 
Juice or grape Juice, then -adding thp 
stiffly beaten white and a little shaved 
ice. A sprinkling of sugar or a bit of 
nutmeg may be put over ths top.

States have been lessened by.arbitrary 
arrests of the opponents of Huerta. 


For the present at least the admlnis 


tration trill continue the policy . an 
nomired by the president In congress 
in August, and thq navy patrol main- 
tained at the principal Mexican ports 
will continue indefinitely, notwitb 
standing the refusal of the Mexican 
government to extend the permits giv 
en for the original patrol. 


So far as the movements and actlvi 


ties of John JJnd. the personal repre- 
sentative of the president, are concern 
ed. President Wilson is leaving both to 
the Judgment of Mr. Llnd. Except in 
case of extreme emergency, Mr. Lind 
is not expected to reappear again in 
Mexico City so long as the Huerta 
regime holds sway. Mr. Llnd wib con 
fer on any matter relating to his origi- 
nal mission in Mexico, provided the 
Mexican government Is prepared in 
good faith to meet the demands an- 
nounced by Mr. Llnd.

Old Housewife'* Pickling Recipes. 
An old housekeeper noted for the 


good things which are concocted in her 
*wn kitchen lays down the following 
H.WB for pickling, and all who would 
learn should profit by her Instruction: 


One—Use none but the best cider 


tlBegar 


Two —Use porcelain lined kettles. 
Three—Keep pickles well covered 


With vinegar 


Four—If you use ground spices, tie 


ttiem up in thin muslin bags 


Five—Sweet pickles should be rich 


*nd sufficiently cooked to keep with- 
out being sealed. 


Six.—Nasturtiums or small pieces of 


Horseradish thrown In each jar pre- 
sents the vinegar from molding. 


Our grandmothers used to make what 


they called "oil pickles," and their 
Mcipe is worthy of being handed down 
to posterity: 


To fifty small cucumbers, sliced, add 


•oe teacnpfn) of salt and let itand 
three noun, then drain carefullv. Add 
•ne quart of small onions, also sliced; 
•ae-half cupful of celery seed, one cnp- 
fai of white mustard seed and a small 
pinch of pulverized alum. 
Mix well 


•nd then add one teacupfnl of the best 
•alad oil and gradually enough vinegar 
to make the pickle sufficiently moist. 


Tomato ketchup retains its. pristine 


aopnlaritv, and an uncooked variety, 
•add to be excellent, 1s very simply 
•aade. 
The Ingredients are: Four 


•juarts ripe tomatoes, chopped fine and 
drained slightly; one cupful of chopped 
••ton, one cupful grated horseradish, 


stalks of celery, two red peppers 


•jtd one green one, chopped rather 
ate*; one-half cupful ,emch of salt and 
arastard seed, one cupful of sugar. 
•Be-half teaspoonru! each of black pep- 
per and mace, two teaspoonfula each 
•f cinnamon and cloves and one quart 
ttf cider vinegar. 
These should be 


*lxed well and then sealed up in glass 


Plant ketchup is another delicacy sug 


ted by the abundance of the fruit.

Slice and drain two quarts of green 


tomatoes 
Add four quarts sliced cab- 


bage, six onions, three red peppers, 
one-half ounce pach of celery seed, 
whole cloves and whole peppers two 
ounces of white mustard seed, six eup- 
hils of sugar, one-half cupful of salt 
and eight cupfuls of vinegar 
The 


mixture should be boiled for an hour 
and a half, or longer If not thick 
enough at the end of that time, and 
then put into jars and sealed 


Dishes For Invalid*. 


Beef Tea —Take a piece of beef from 


the round, remove all fat and gristle, 
cut Into small bits and put Into a 
glass bottle Cover the meat with cold 
water and place a cork In the bottle, 
then place the bottle In a kettle of cold 
water and let It come to a boil and boll 
until the meat in the bottle becomes al 
most white. By this time the meat 
Juice will have been extracted. Strain
